A famous journalist exclaimed as he viewed these 
odd visitors from Africa—“This is the strangest sight 
in America, and one of the most interesting.’ You 
must visit the Farm some day, if you have not done so, 
and see the regal birds whose plumes for centuries 
have been the mark of royalty, and the treasured or- 
naments of the court beauties of the Old World and 
of the women of fashion in the New World. 

Among the beauties of Nature at her best, you shall 
see the constant birds mated for life. There sits a fe- 
male on her fifteen eggs, from which within 4 years 


will grow ostriches of full size and ripe plumage, which 
will be able to reach an orange ten feet from the ground. 

The grey feathers of the mother bird match the grey 
of the sand. At night the male bird, with his dark 
plumage, blends with the blackness and so protects his 
prospective young. ‘These dark male plumes have to be 
dyed to secure the rich, glossy Cawston Black. 

But the little chicks in the next corral make you rub 
your eyes and tax your brain to convince you that one 
of them may furnish your hat with a choice Cawston 
Plume. 


They are veritable porcupine birds covered with 
bristling quills, with never a suggestion of flues (feathery 
branches) appearing as yet. 

Little ostriches crave gravel at first, but soon eat 
green stuff in quantity. On their health depends the 
quality of the plumes, and if they are protected from 
chill and their diet watched, their plumes will probably 
not be “barred.” These “bars” are lines running from 
the center slightly forward toward the quill end, and 
are not made by moths or the bill of the bird. “Bars” 
are inevitable and occur sometimes on the choicest 
plumes. 


Yonder is a keeper who has hooded a male and who 
now clips the plumage from wings and tail. None of 
the barbarity connected with the getting of birds and 
wings sometimes worn, attends the securing of ostrich 
plumes. First the quill is cut and later the withered 
stub is painlessly removed. So the Audubon Society 
and bird lovers generally have wisely put the stamp of 
approval on the use of ostrich plumes. 


See the band of huge birds charging across the spa- 
cious enclosure like a cavalry troop, and wheel with 
sail-like wings outstretched to guide them in their 
strange evolutions. Now hundreds stand at attention 
with heads upraised awaiting the keeper and his or- 
anges.

HOW TO Sew your plume on securely by thrusting the needle sidewise between the layers of 
SEW ON. the quill and not through the quill. 

Some milliners attach plumes without regard to their value. Often they sew through 
the quill, thus damaging the feather. They sometimes improperly bend the quill to the breaking point. 


HOW TO If your plume needs to be twisted or bent, you can easily do this by using the back 
BEND PLUME. edge of your scissors on the underside of the quill, and with a gentle, gradual pres- 
sure, slip the scissors along, giving an extra pressure about every half inch. 


This will give the desired curve without breaking by bending abruptly. The quill of an ostrich plume 
can be bent almost double if bent carefully.
